Super-stream lined government becomes a terrify­ 
ing monster when its mechanical controls falter and 
the powerful machine runs amuck. 
President Roosevelt, himself, has had to apologize 
for a slipping of gears th a t had him saying over his 
signature a few days ago th at Americans expected 
no payment for lend-lease other than victory and a 
secura peace. 
The President explains he didn’t write 
th at and never saw what had been w ritten (it was a 
letter transm itting the lend-lease report to congress 
last Aug 25.) 
The United States, he says, will collect 
everything it can. 
In the two weeks th at elapsed between the mistake 
and the correction, hundreds and thousands of com­ 
mentators remarked on the ofthanded dismissal of 
the problem of restoring at least part of the billions 
which otherwise would have to be paid off by Ameri­ 
can taxpayers. 
Populations a t home and abroad re­ 
ceived the news and digested it, with despair and re­ 
lief. 
Statesm en made m ental notes of the official 
policy which had been divulged. 
Fiscal experts, it 
may be assumed, gave thought to 
the 
problem of 
shifting the entire financial burden of supplies ship­ 
ped abroad under lend-lease to the taxpayers galled 
backs. 
Then the whole thing turned out to be a slip of the 
typewriter and an error In transmission.
